WHERE VIOLENCE MIST 
BE AVOIDED 
WJ1 Ch arleston. Mo., take its 
>lace alongisde th e names of Little 
Reck, Ark., and Albany, Ga., as 
a center of racial difficulties? 
Th e question is in th e process of 
being answered a* demonstrations 
by negro groups, mostly teenagers, 
continue in th at Mississippi Coun­ 
ty community. 
And declaration« by negro groups 


indicate th at Sikeston and Cape Gi­ 
rardeau are th e nex t targets 
of 
demonstrators wh o are setting out 
to break establish ed racial policies 
in 
privately - operated 
business 
firms. 
Th e conditions in Ch arleston are 
not pleasant; indeed, th ey are dan­ 
gerous from th e standpoint of both 
th e demonstrators and th e commu­ 
nity as a wh ole. For progress in 
industry, culture, education 
and 
recreation is measured in long co­ 
operative strides by all parties, not 
just a h andful. 
Th e h int of violence is in th e air 
at Ch arleston, despite th e best ef­ 
forts of police officers to keep un­ 
rest at a minimum and to protect 
th e demonstrators. But th e efforts 
of die National Association of Colo 
ed People and th e Non - Violent 
Coordinating Committee of Atlan­ 
ta, Ga., are at best, simply ealcula - 
ed to cause disturbances wh ich 
sometimes are not easy to control. 
If th e situation in Ch arleston is 
serious, th en wh at will be th e situa­ 
tion in Sikeston one month from 
now or in Caruth ersville or Ken- 
nett two month s from now? For th e 
demonstration groups h ave indicat­ 
ed th ey iriteBd to movie to oth er 
communities in th e Booth eel, wh ere 
segregation in commercial business 
firms is often practiced as a m at­ 
ter of course. 
Th e state h as no public accomo- 
datioiy bill, w h ich would require 
private business firms to serve, 
seat and service all persons with ­ 
out regard to color. Such a bill was 
proposed in th e last session of th e 
Missouri General Assembly but was 
defeated. Th e measure will be in­ 
troduced in th e nex t legislature, 
and its ch ances remain fairly dim. 
Th e truth is th at a vast majority 
of Missourians h old to a concept 
th at private business firms h ave 
a righ t to regulat th eir own com­ 
merce. and th is righ t includes th e 
serving or servicing of toh se th e 
management ch ooses. Th is idea 
admittedly runs contrary to feder­ 
al laws on th e subject, but th e 
’ still h as a voice in th e mat- 
1 can decide wh eth er or not 
’act a public accommoda- 


v of th e demonstrations in 
c 
ton and th e worsening situa­ 
tion th ere.and in view of th e plans 
of negro groups to visit Sikeston 
and Cape Girardeau, it would be 
most advisable if local communi­ 
ties prepared th emselves for th e 
h andling of such situations. Dem­ 
onstrations of th is nature can be 
h andled properly or poorly, de­ 
pending upon th e efficiency of local 
« police departments and city offi­ 
cials. 
Several years ago Keimett ex per­ 
ienced a most unfortunate ex per­ 
ience wh en a denomination h eld a 
religious meeting h ere. Th e situa­ 
tion. quite frankly, got out of h and 
and it took no small effort to get 
th e situation restored to normal. 
Th e same situations can occur 
again th rough out South east Missou 
if communities are not prepared 
to h andle th em. By th is we would 
not 
suggest 
th at 
armed 
police 
squads, equipped with riot gum 
and tear gas, be trained in military 
fash ion. Far from 
it. 
Violence 
sh ould be avoided at all costs. But 
communities need not become ra­ 
cial, battlegrounds if police de­ 
partments know wh at to do and if 
city officials h ave made th e proper 
arrangements. Th e day of a demon­ 
stration will be too late to accom­ 
plish all of th is; prioi* planning and 
a prepared course of action will be 
required. 
Leaders of th e NAACP and th e

called Non - Violent Commit­ 
tee aiv commit!, d t > breaking clov m 
racial bars in communities. Th is 
is th ir objective, wdth out muc h re­ 
gard to maintenance of law and or­ 
der, akth ough it sh ould 
1)0 noted 
mo t d mon. ratins h ave been void 
of violence. But community police 
and city officials are committed 'o 
ometh ng else again: th ey a r e 
ch arged with th e responsibility of 
maintaining law and order and pre­ 
venting ch ao? from becoming a 
pattern with n a community It is 
not an easy responsibility, jor is 
it one wh ich will be fulfilled prop­ 
erly by last - minute details wh ich 


may or may not be fair to all seg­ 
ments of th e population. 
Much progress in th e field of bel­ 
ter race relations h as been made 
in th e Booth eel in recent years. 
Th e number of sch ool 
districts 
wh ich quickly complied with the 
Supreme Court ruling h as 
been 
amazing and real progress in this 
and oth er fields h as been ach ieved 
in th e last few years. More will 
be accomplish ed in th e nex t few 
years a? th e barriers are voluntar­ 
ily taken down. Th is is th e way to 
ach ieve progess in a field in wh ich 
pogress is most difficult. And this 
is th e way it h as been ach ieved by 
th e Booth eel. 
Racial violence m ust be avoided. 
Th e future of communities in th e 
Booth eel must not be jeopardized 
by a h istory of racial strife. Indus­ 
try wh ich can raise th e standard of 
living of all segments of th e popu­ 
lation. wh ite and colored, will not 
be attracted to communities wh ich 
h ave ex perienced difficulties simil­ 
ar to th ose in Little Rock and Al­ 
bany. Industry wants to know 
a 
community knows h ow' to live with ­ 
in th e bounds of 
law 
and 
new 
business firms dp qot w â n t obsta­ 
cles wh ich are not present in other 
communities. 
South east 
Missouri 
h as 
been 
warned: th is area is a target for or­ 
ganizations wh ich are dedicated to 
put an end to all discrimination, al­ 
th ough such a purpose is impossible 
to ach ieve in any society in any 
part of th e nation. We h ave been 
forewarned. If our communities be­ 
come anoth er Little Rock or anoth ­ 
er Albany, we h ave only ourselves 
to blame. 
Th e righ t to peaceable assembly 
must be maintained; but peaceable 
assembly must not mean th e righ t 
lo provoke violence. Effective con­ 
trol can be fair to all parties, but 
it must be effective, not a h it - 
or miss pro|)Osition. Th e respon­ 
sibility of community officials and 
leaders in preserving law and or 
der must not be taken ligh tly. And, 
even more importantly, it must 
not be avoided if all parties are to 
be protected.

HOW IT HAPPENS 
Th is is a melach oly story, if 
you please, and it cannot be told 
very briefly, but it contains a bit­ 
ter moral for th e American conser­ 
vative wh o often asks aloud: Wh y 
do th e States continue to decline 
in importance? How does th e Fed­ 
eral budget get so swollen? 
Well, sirs, th is is h ow: 
Several month s ago. Congress­ 
man Oren Harris of Arkansas in­ 
troduced a bill to auth orize a new 
h andout of Fédéral grants in aid 
Th e object was to provide intensive 
vaccination programs for ch ildren 
under 5, to make th em immune to 
polio, diph th eria, wh ooping cough , 
and tetanus. 
In th e course of time, on May 15 
and 16. th e bill came on for h ear­ 
ings in th e House Committee on In­ 
terstate and Foreign Commerce. 
Th e Secretary of Welfare testified 
in its favor. So did representatives 
of th e American Public Health As­ 
sociation, th e AFL-CIO. and th e 
Association of State and Territor­ 
ial Health Officers. Tnere were no 
witnesses in opposition. 
On June 18, th e committee aj> 
proved a sligh tly revised and tigh t­ 
ened version of Mr. H arris’s ori­ 
ginal bill. Only Congressman Peter 
H. Duminick of Colorado 
voted 
against it. 
On Tuesday. June 26, th e bill 
came to th e floor of th e House. 
This* was th e day after th e Sup­ 
reme Court’s decision in th e New 
York prayer case. No one was 
much interested in th e vaccina- 
ion b ll. Only 62 of th e 435 mem­ 
bers of th e House were on th e 
floor; fewer th an a dozen h ad a n y­ 
th ing to say. Th e bill pas.-ed by a 
voice vote. Th e follow ng morning 
Th e Times - Dispatch gave th e 
story five lines in its Wash ington 
Roundup on page 14: Th e News 
Leader carried noth ing on it at all. 
On July 
th e Senate Commitee 
n Lal or |{tnd Public Welfare re- 
ceived th e bill No one h ad a-ked 
to be h ea d in opposition to it. 
With out public h earings, th e bill 


was approv ed. Next week, with the 
commitee 
formal 
report, 
the 
measure will be in a position for 
passage on the floor. 
Considered in the light of the to­ 
tal Federal budget (which is the 
light that Liberals like to see by), 
the bill might appear insignificant. 
It authorizes the appropriation of 
$36 million ov er the next three 
years. This cum would be paid out 
by the U. S. Surgeon General in 
direct, non - matching grants to 
States or localities proposing to 
conduct intensiv e v accination pro­ 
grams. The Federal grants would 
be used for purchase of the v ac­ 
cines, and for paying the salaries 
and expeses of additional State 
and local health personnel needed 
for “ planning, organizational, and 
promotional activ ities in connec­ 
tion with such programs.” 
If the Senate goes along with the 
House, one more grant-in-aid pro­ 
gram will hav e been added to the 
more than 9 0 such programs now 
in operation; and we may be cer­ 
tain that once inaugurated, the 
grants for 
intensiv e v accination 
programs will be perpetuated and 
expanded. That is the history of 
ev ery other scheme for enlarging 
the role of the central gov ernment 
and contracting the role of the 
States. 
Are these new grants reasonably 
related to any purpose within the 
constitutional reach of the Con­ 
gress? Of course not. They are de­ 
fended 
perfunctorily 
under 
the 
“ general welfare” clause, and as 
an after - thought under the power 
of Congress to prov ide for the na­ 
tional defense: Tetanus, said Mr 
Harris, would be a likely aftermath 
of a bombing raid. Therefore, as 
an extension of powers relating to 
the national security, this is a con­ 
stitutional plan. 
Must new Federal tax funds be 
specially channeled into the v ac­ 
cination of some unknow-n number 
of children? There was no testi­ 
mony to suggest that the States 
and localitis hav e been doing a 
poor job in this field. On the con­ 
trary, it was conceded that the his­ 
tory of immunization 
programs 
under the sponsorship of the States 
and the national medical founda­ 
tions is most encouraging. In 19 60, 
roughly 
1,702,000 deaths were re­ 
ported in the United States from 
all causes; only 1,078 of these re­ 
sulted from the four diseases com­ 
bined. The death rate for diphther 
and whooping cough has been re­ 
duced to one per million popula­ 
tion. In 19 61. tire total number of 
polio cases dropped to 829 . There 
hav e been more than 500 eases of 
tetanus in the whole United States 
in only two of the past ten years. 
If the constitutional basis for 
the bill is flimsy, and if the need 
for such legislation is almost nil. 
why is the proram headed for en­ 
actment? Why would an additional 
outlay of ev en $36 million be autho­ 
rized at a time when the Federal 
gov ernment is running a deficit in 
the billions? 
The answer lies first of all in the 
something - for - nothing sickness 
that afflicts so large a part of the 
country. It i? dreamily supposed 
hat “ money from Washington” is 
free money — and it is so easy to 
get this money! A little pressure 
in ihe right place; a resolution of 
the State health officials’ organiza­ 
tion ; a word from the White House: 
a statement from the Secretary of 
Welfare. . .nd when all the sen­ 
tries who ought to be guarding 
State rights are sound asleep, the 
bill slides through with scarcely a 
word against it. 
This is how it happens- This is 
how the Federal gov ernment grows 
and grows, and reaches into local 
communities to do its good v orks 
and to dominate local finance. Or­ 
ganized groups ask for these pro­ 
grams. and acquiescent Congress­ 
men go along, and the slow sur­ 
render of State responsibilities nev ­ 
er ev en makes enough newrs to 
bother printing. 
It would be a great day for sound 
gov ernment 
if 
the Senate would 
suddenly wake up to this little 
sleeper, and kill the bill altogeth­ 
er. (After all, two Federal grant- 
m - aid programs already are in 
existence under which v accines can 
be purchased; a third act wouid 
surely seem superfluous). "We com­ 
mend this v enture to Senators Byrd 
and Robertson, and to their collea­ 
gues who rose up on Tuesday to 
slay the medicare bill. In its own 
little deceptiv e way, this bill is 
just about as bad. — Richmond 
News -Leader

It seemed somehow* that 
the tune of the most mov ing song 
about the Mississippi should hav e 
been written by someone from the 
region where the riv er has played, 
and plays, such a colorful role. 
Now it appears that the tune of 
“ Ole Man Riv er’’ was in fact writ­ 
ten by a man from the South. This 
at least is the v iew of Sigmund 
Spaeth, whose 31st. book on music, 
popular and classical, is soon to 
appear. In his v isit here Thursday, 
Mr. Spaeth told a reporter for The 
Commercial Appeal this story of 
the origin of the tune’ 
The general air and especially 
the chorus of “ Ole Man Riv er” was 
written not by Jerome Kern, as 
most people believ e but by a Negro 
named Renwick Smith, who wrote 
music in Paris in the 1920s under 
the name of Maury Madison. He 
wrote the tune ear'v in 1927 under 
the title “ Long - Haried Mama.” 
Born in Kentucky, he drew on Ne­ 
gro folk tunes of his nativ e state 
in composing the air. 
The tune became a hit about 
eight months later as “ Ole Man 
Riv er,” the top song in Kern and 
Hammerstein’s “ Showboat.” When 
Smith learned of this he claimed 
damages and was paid $5,000 in an 
out - of - court settlement. 
We are glad the tune of “ Ole 
Man Riv er” turns out to be of 
Southern 
origin.

credit to Jerome Kern for polish­ 
ing up the music and dedicating it 
to the Mississippi.

Little Panic Noted 
During Cuban Crisis 
State Civil Defense officials re­ 
port that during the height of the 
Cuban scare, Missourians general­ 
ly maintained a calm composure 
with few instances of panic occur­ 
ring across the state as the United 
States faced its most grave cri­ 


sis since the Korean conflict. 
Dean Lupkey, director of the 
Missouri Civil 
Defense 
Agency, 
lauded the efforts of local Civil De­ 
fense 
officials 
saying: 
“I was 
pleased with the interest and ac­ 
tion, demonstrated by local Civil 
Defense organizations and state 
departments with responsibilities in 
the state’s su rreal plan.” 
But while 
Defense officials 
apparently 
followed 
pre - deter­ 
mined courses of action, the : rate’s 
point of full readiness for a nu­ 
clear attack remains months away. 
For example, buildings designat­ 
ed as suitable for community fall­ 
out shelters currently will house 
only 1.493.985 of the 4,357.126 men, 
women and children in Missouri. 
These buildings, 
already mostly 
marked with the familiar black 
and yellow shelter area signs, have 
a Protection Factor of at least 
100. This means that in the event 
of a nuclear attack and the ensu­ 


ing fallout, radiation outside the 
budding would be ICO times that on 
the inside. 
Lupkey 
notes, 
however, 
that 
plans are being formulated for low­ 
ering the required PF rating of 
buildings by as much as 50 per 
cent. In this event, an additional 
5,235 buildings offering shelter for 
another 1,960,270 persons would be 
available in Missouri. 
None of these figures, though, 
takes into consideration the num­ 
ber of privately - owned 
fallout 
shelters in Missouri nor are caves, 
which abound in the state, counted. 
There are some 800 caves and 
mines in Missouri where many per­ 
sons could seek shelter in the 
event of a nuclear attack. In fact, 
Lupkey said, there are enough un­ 
derground facilities in the Kansas 
City area to house the population. 
But some would prove to be too 
damp for occupancy. 
Although Missourians generally 
should be heartened by the num­ 
ber of fallout shelters publicly 
available to them» there remain 27 
counties in which no shelters would 


be available, even through the re­ 
duced PF factor. 
These counties are McDonald, 
Davies, Worth, Knox, Clark, Lin­ 
coln, Benton, Montgomery, Cam­ 
den, 
Dallas, 
Hickory, 
Morgan, 
Madison, Maries, Mississppi, New 
Madrid, Pemiscot, Reynolds, Ste. 
Genevieve. Shannon, Stoddard, Te­ 
xas and Wayne. 
Just a notch above these are Scot­ 
land County with one building suit­ 
able as a community shelter and 
Osage County which has two such 
buildings.

Hius, 25 per cent of the state’s 
104 counties must depend on na­ 
tural facilities such as caves mid 
mines or turn to privately built 
and financed home shelters. 
The state Civil Defense Agency 
currently is operating under an ap­ 
propriation 
of $128,000 
for 
the 
biennium. Lupkey has asked Gov­ 
ernor Dalton to seek an increase 
to $190,000 from the Legislature. 
This would enable the agency to 
add four or five persons to its* 
staff as technical inspectors. 
It would be their job to periodi- 
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caliy travel the state and maintain I 
radiological 
instruments 
wh î c h 
would be housed in each public 
shelter. They also would see that 
such supplies as food and medical 
equipment were maintained in ade- 
quate condition. 
Commenting further on the Cuban 
situation in light of Missouri's pre­ 
paredness, Lupkey said: ‘‘I recog- I 
rnze that our capability could be 
greater with increased appropria- i 
tions. I think the. population dem­ 
onstrated a sincere concern about 
saving their lives during an emer­ 
gency situation.

Patient Stays Conscious 


An unusual case of a man wno 
remained conscious while undergo­ 
ing closed-chest massage to restart 
his heart is reported in the Journal 
of the Am erican Medical Associa­ 
tion. 
The case was described by Dr. 
George M . Bernier, department of 
medicine. University Hospitals of 
Cleveland. 
It is “ much more common” for 
a patient to be in a coma during 
and after external heart massage, 
Dr. Bernier said. The comatose 
state is believed to be caused by 
a marked reiuction in the flow of 
blood, and consequently the oxygen 
supply, to tht brain, he said. 
However, Hie 63-year-old patient 
who did not go into a coma had 
lived for two years with a pulse 
rate of 20 to 40 beats a minute, he 
said.
